Headed  by 
Dean  George  R.  Rachford, 
Professor  of  Education,  the  college 
also  offers  a  graduate  intern 
program  for  those  interested  in 
college  teaching.  The  program 
currently  has  40  interns  in  such 
fields  as  psychology,  sociology, 
physics,  English  and 
psychometrics.

Registration 
is  the  busiest  time  of  all  when 
there  is  more  money  being  handled 
and  counted  than  at  any  other 
time  of  the  year.  The  keys  on  the 
wall  open  everything  but  the  safe. 


0 third  floor  landing  of  the 


Administration  Building's  middle  stairs  is 
distinctly  different.  On  it  are  showcases  of 
rolirs  of  the  past- — pottery,  sculpture  and 
carvings.  Down  the  hall  from  these 
messages  from  the  past  is  the  center  of 
messages  of  today — the  PBX.  This  world 
of  wires  and  buzzers  is  the  domain  of 
Corrada  Huntington. 
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The  Foreign  Language  labs  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Administration  Building  provide  microphones,  lapc 
recorders  and  head  gear  for  students  who  are  taking 
a  foreign  language  course  to  use.  The  voices  that 
speak  the  native  tongues  of  Spain,  Germany, 
France,  Russia  and  Czechoslavakia  are  played  into 
the  headgear.

The  biology  supply  room,  located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Administration  Building,  is  a  small  room  containing  many 
things.  The  supply  room  is  under  the  watchful  eye  of  Delmar 
Woods.  In  it  are  stored  powders  and  liquids;  organisms,  both 
preserved  and  skeletal,  and  containers  of  every  size  and  shape. 

The  biology  laboratories  impart  a  vast  reservoir  of 
knowledge.  Here  students  disect  frogs  and  earthworms, 
study  microscopic  life  and  learn  the  fundamental  workings 
.     ..  of  the  human  body  through  scaled  models.

The  Art  Department's  faculty  and  facility  is  located  for  most  part  in  the  northwest  wing  of  the 
Administration  Building. 


The  Art  Club  functions  to  promote  the  work  of  the  department  of  art  and  to  learn 
more  about  the  field.  The  biggest  activity  of  the  year  for  this  group  is  the  Art  Auction 
held  in  the  Spring  to  collect  moneys  for  scholarships  and  tuition  for  the  following  year. 
This  year's  auction  netted  2400  dollars  exceeding  the  expected  total  by  900.  The 
officers  of  the  club  are  Gary  Zaruba,  Lloyd  Menard,  Joyce  Wilson,  and  Naomi  Klein. 
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Study,  reading  and  discussion  of  psychology  is  carried  on,  for  a  large  part,  in 
rooms  near  and  similar  to  371  in  the  Administration  Building.  Here  are  the 
offices  of  Francis  Hurst,  Associate  Professor  of  Psychology ;  John  Newton, 
Associate  Professor  of  Psychology  and  Gordon  Hansen,  Assistant  Instructor  of 
Psychology.  Right  next  door  and  down  the  hall  are  classrooms  where  psych 
students  discuss  theories  of  Gestaldt,  Freud  and  Titchener.  Although 
discussions  may  have  their  inception  in  these  rooms,  ideas  and  beliefs  gained 
here  often  carry  over  into  personal  expression  and  interpretation. 
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On  the  southwest  wing  of  the  third  floor  are  the 
offices  of  the  National  Science  Foundation,  which  is 
headed  by  Merle  Brooks,  Professor  of  Biology.  The 
NSF  sponsors  a  summer  session  at  the  University 
for  junior  high  and  high  school  science  and 
mathematics  teachers.  Next  to  the  NSF  are  William 
E.  Bachop,  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology;  R.  P. 
Borgnian,  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology,  and 
Charles  0.  Ingham,  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology. 


On  the  fourth  floor  is  a  door 
that  is  always  locked.  Behind 
it  is  a  small  room  with  a 
window  that  leads  to  the  roof. 
On  the  roof  there  are  the 
spotlights  that  keep  the  cupola 
lighted  at  night.  And  there  is 
a  wonderful  view  of  the 
campus,  of  the  winding  walk 
to  the  Applied  Arts  Building. 
Inside,  down  the  hall  is 
George  Greer,  the  chemistry 
major's  best  friend.  He  keeps 
them  supplied  with  test  tubes 
and  chemicals.  With  all  those 
chemicals,  it's  no  wonder  the 
chemistry  department  has  the 
entire  top  floor  of  the  building.

The  INDIANNES  provided  entertainment  at  football  and  basketball  games 
during  the  halftime  with  their  precision  marching.  The  group,  under  the 
direction  of  Leader  Sherrie  Ulfers  and  Band  Director  Jack  Malik  marched  in 

the  Homecoming  and  Band  Day  parades. 
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CIC  Champs  for  two  years,  Omaha  U.  finished  conference  play  with  a  4-0  record 
and  a  7-2  overall  mark.  The  highly  rated  defensive,  line,  averaging  255  pounds, 
consistently  occupied  the  opponents  backfield.  The  most  potent  backfield  in  OU  history, 
consisting  of  Wayne  Backes,  Carl  Meyers,  Gerald  Allen  and  Roger  Sayers, 
gained  3,042  yards.  Meyers  set  one  season  records  of  total  yardage,  1,306,  passing 
yardage,  1,125,  and  TD  passes,  15.  In  three  seasons,  Meyers  connected  on 
36  scoring  passes,  another  record.  Backes  led  the  rushing  department  with  607  yards 
in  119  carries.  G.  Allen  toted  the  ball  114  times  for  566,  and 
Sayers  gained  563  yards  in  99  tries.  Jim  Kettle  grabbed  20  passes  for  284 
yards.  Jack  Kiscoan  hauled  in  13  for  217  and  Sayers  caught  12  for  235. 
Sayers  led  the  scoring  with  eight  TDs.  Backes  found  the  end  zone  seven  times.  Meyers 
added  21  conversions  and  three  TDs.  Named  to  the  District  11  NAIA 
All-Star  team  were  Backes,  Kettle,  Jack  Petersen  and  Neil  Galloway.  Ron  Eissler, 
Galloway,  G.  Allen,  Meyers  and  Backes  placed  on  the  All-CIC 
offensive  team.  Kettle,  Kiscoan,  Petersen,  Kevin  Kadow  and  Ken  Allen  gained  berths 
on  the  defensive  eleven.  Kiscoan  and  Sayers  were  named  to 
the  second  offensive  unit.  Jim  Jones,  Brian  Kadow,  Backes  and  Don  Crum  were 
on  the  second  defensive  squad.  Petersen  gained  a  spot  on  the  NAIA  All-American  team.

Wayne 
Backes  hit  paydirt  for  the  second  time 
to  put  the  hard-hitting  Indians 
out  of  reach. 


OU  7  Northern  Illi  nois  18 

The  record  breaking  arm  of  George 
Bork  fired  Northern  Illinois  past  the 
Indians.  27  completions  for  327  yards 
broke  the  back  of  the  OU  team.  Marlin 
Briscoe  grabbed  a  Bork  aerial  for  the 
only  Omaha  score.  Several  Redskin 
drives  were  halted  deep  in  Northern 
territory  by  fumbles.  The  faking  of 
Meyers  cost  OU  one  score.  A  37  yard 
scoring  pass  to  Roger  Sayers  was 
called  dead  at  the  line  of  scrimmage 
when  an  official  saw  Meyers  down. 


OU  39  Ft.  Hayes  6 

Opening  their  defense  of  the  CIC  title, 
the  Indian  eleven  couldn't  be  denied. 
An  outstanding  defensive  effort  held 
Hayes  to  53  yards  the  first  half. 
Owning  a  14-6  half-time  margin,  OU 
quickly  put  the  game  out  of  reach  as 
the  third  quarter  began.  Sayers, 
Allen  and  Backes  rolled  off  long  gain 
consistently.  Backes  led  the  scoring 
with  two  short  plunges. 


OU  27  Emporia  St.  13 

A  migration  following  saw  the  Indian 
defense  handcuff  the  opponent's 
rushing  game.  Emporia  was  held  to  39 
yards  on  the  ground  as  OU  rushed  for 
257  yards.  The  defense  also  played 
an  important  role  in  the  OU  scoring. 
Two  Hornet  fumbles  were  turned  into 
scores.  Kettle  stole  an  Emporia  flip 
and  raced  41  yards  for  six  points. 


OU  28  North  ern  Michigan  17 

Northern  Michigan  hustled  to  a  10-0 
advantage  before  the  Indians  hit  the 
scoring  column.  Jack  Kiscoan  caught 
a  deflected  Meyers  flip  and  scampered 
13  yards  to  narrow  Michigan's  margin 
to  three  points.  OU  opened  the  second 
half  with  a  67  yard  scoring  drive,  but 
the  Wildcats  quickly  came  back  17-14. 
A  Meyers-Kettle  aerial  put  the  Injuns 
ahead  to  stay.  The  Redskin  defense 
allowed  only  83  yards  rushing. 


OU  34  Washburn  6 

Washburn  fell  easily  as  the  Indian 
defense,  after  an  ineffective  first 
half,  led  the  way  to  victory.  Ahead 
7-6  as  the  third  quarter  liegan,  OU 
quickly  dominated  the  scoring.  Meyers 
hit  Kiscoan  in  the  end  zone  for  six. 
Then  Sayers  thrilled  the  Homecoming 
crowd  with  a  65  yard  punt  return. 
Lineman  Paul  Cullen  grabbed  an  Ica- 
l)od  fumble  and  trotted  23  yards  for 
a  TD.  After  Don  Crum's  pass  inter- 
ception, brother  Bud  Crum  ran  the  ball 
14'  yards  to  end  the  OU  scoring. 


OU  37  Pittsburg  St.  20 

For  the  third  straight  year,  OU  met 
Pittsburg  St.  for  the  CIC  title.  The 
Indians  gained  their  second  Champion- 
ship in  as  many  years  by  outfighting 
the  determined  Gorillas.  The  Indians 
tallied  four  times  in  less  than  six 
ininutes  to  wrap  up  the  title.  Meyers 
hit  Mike  DiBiase  from  31  yards  out 
for  six,  then  found  Sayers  and  another 
score.  Ahead  18-12  at  the  intermission, 
OU  wasted  no  time  at  increasing  the 
margin.  DiBiase  grabbed  a  Gorilla 
fumble  after  the  kickoff  and  covered 
the  three  yards  needed  for  six  points. 


OU  34  Drake  29 

Despite  a  last  quarter  rally  by  Drake, 
OU  finished  the  season  with  one  of  the 
most  satisfying  wins  of  the  year. 
Meyers  hit  on  nine  passes  for  311 
yards,  and  the  running  game  added 
298  more.  The  tough  Redskin  de- 
fenders held  four  times  within  the  eight 
yard  line.  Meyers  hit  on  scoring  flips 
of  45,  36  and  99  yards.  When  the  Bull- 
dogs pulled  within  six  points,  Sayers 
cut  loose  around  end  for  57  yards  and 
his  third  TD  of  the  afternoon. 
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I'ickt-cl  for  tlic  low  spol  on  llic  CIC  totem  pole,  Coach  Jim  Borsheim's  Indians 
(  at  rit'tl  the  confciciuc  lead  into  the  season's  finale.  Emporia  State  and  Omaha  U 
lu'id  5-2  CIC  marks  when  they  met  in  the  last  game.  The  Hornets  won  78-68. 
The  Indians  led  the  entire  first  half,  but  the  taller,  more  experienced  Emporia  team 
filially  pulled  away.  The  over-all  12-11  record  was  the  best  OU  mark  since  the 
"5  l-"55  season.  The  Indians  also  achieved  their  first  finish  in  the  CIC's  upper 
division.  Freshman  Sam  'Swish'  Singleton  set  a  new  season  scoring  mark  with  429 
points.  Floor  general  Whitey  Kaster  finished  with  292  points  and  defensive 
specialist  Charley  Myers  hit  264.  Larry  Villnow  hit  stride  under  the  boards  about  mid- 
season  giving  Singleton  help  with  the  rebounds.  Eligibility  cost  the  Indians  two 
starts  and  a  top  bench  man  at  semester  break.  The  young  team  listed  only  one 
senior,  Kaster,  and  two  juniors  making  the  future  look  bright. 
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The  Indian  wrestling  squad  sported  a  5-6  record.  The  inexperienced 
team,  coached  by  Don  Benning,  shows  promise  for  the  future. 
The  squad  had  no  seniors.  The  load  fell  on  one  junior,  two  sopho- 
mores and  seven  freshmen.  Frosh  Gerry  Shook  led  the  squad's 
point  production  with  nine  wins  and  two  losses.  Jim  Jones  ended 
with  a  6-1-1  record.  Captain  Jim  Fuxa  had  a  4-1-1  mark  and 
Carl  West  won  five  matches  while  dropping  one.  The  final  Omaha 
victory  was  one  of  their  most  impressive  as  they  dropped  Kansas 
University.  In  March  of  1963,  George  Crenshaw  became 
OU's  first  wrestler  to  gain  a  national  championship.  Crenshaw  took 

first  in  the  NAIA's  167  pound  matches.

Ken  Gould  paced  the  runners  with  four  firsts  and 
one  second.  Gerald  Shook  and  Pat  Giddings  were  always 
in  the  top  five.  The  Indians  finished  third  in  the  CIC  meet,

The  1963  TRACK  TEAM  finished  third  in  the  CIC, 
highest  in  OU  history.  Led  hy  Roger  Sayers  and 
Bruce  Hunter,  the  thinclads  gained  firsts  in  the 
100,  220,  440  relay,  mile  relay,  high  hurdles  and  low 
hurdles.  Rocket  Roger  won  both  the  100  and  220. 
Hunter  swept  hoth  hurdles  in  the  all  conference  meet. 
The  one-two  combination  of  Sayers  and  Terry  Williams 
gave  OU  fans  many  thrills  with  their  numerous 
victories  in  the  100  and  220.  A  surprising  two 
mile  relay  team  captured  first  in  the  Midland 
Relays  while  setting  a  new  OU  record.  The  mile 
and  880  relay  teams  also  grabbed  firsts. 


A  third  place  finish  in  the  CIC  indoor  track  meet 
was  another  OU  record.  Paced  by  Sayers,  the  Indians 
finished  highest  since  entering  the  CIC  in  1959. 
Rocket's  :06.1  set  a  record  in  the  60  yard  dash. 
He  also  copped  the  440  and  a  second  in  the  60 
lows.  Hunter  topped  the  broad  jump  and  placed 
second  in  the  60  highs.  Coach  Lloyd  Cardwell's 
third  team  lacked  depth  in  the  distances.  Ray  Hult- 
man  and  Herb  Rhodes  topped  the  crew  of  distance 
runners.  Hultman  set  records  in  the  600  and  800. 
Jack  Krough  topped  OU  marks  in  the  shotput. 
Hunter,  broad  jump,  and  Gerry  Richardson, 
high  jump,  also  set  new  marks.

The  AUDIO  VISUAL  Department  is  under  the 
direction  of  Ronald  Pullen.  The  Department  pro- 
vides service  for  the  faculty  and  students  through 
distribution  and  evaluation  of  audio-visual  material 
and  equipment.  The  courses  offered  are  Audio- 
Visual  Materials  in  Education,  Audio- Visual 
Production,  and  Topics  in  Audio- Visual  Education. 
The  department's  services,  located  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  library,  are  particularly  valuable  to 
students  who  are  planning  to  go  into  teaching. 


The  additions  to  the

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The  Eppley  Conference  Center  is  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Moore.  It  is  a  facility  uniquely 
designed  to  house  educational  programs  and  to 
provide  continuing  educational  experiences 
for  adults  of  the  community.  Through  the  use  of 
these  facilities,  the  College  of  Adult  Education 
has  developed  and  co-sponsored  a  variety  of  con- 
ferences, institutes  and  short  term  Community 
Service  Courses.  The  courses  are  of  a  cultural 
technical,  professional,  civic,  and  educational  nature. 
The  department  functions  all  year  round.  Last 
fall  twenty  non-credit  courses  were  offered  and  had 
an  enrollment  of  over  500.  The  department  pro- 
vides Contract  Courses  which  are  introduced  upon 
request  from  the  businesses  and  industries  of 
Omaha.  Those  enrolled  take  no  tests  and  receive  no 
grades,  only  an  education.  The  office 
secretary  is  Mrs.  Donna  Olson.
